HON. THOS. WREN'S VIEW ON 


THE SITUATION. 


President UM His Veto Power?— Mis- 


chievous and Dangerous Legislation. 


THE recent fires in Reno and Eureka 


have awakened precautionary measures 
elsewhere. 
Elko, says the Post, is 


taking proper precautions. 
Several 


hook* and ladders will be placed up 
and down Main street, easy of access to 
all; probably, one in front of the Depot 
Hotel and one at each of the railroad 
depot buildings. Also, some buckets 
will be procured, thus putting into the 
hands of our citizens a means of ex- 
tinguishing a fire in its beginning. 


TH« President's veto will bring the 


session of Congress to a sudden close. 
The Democrats will thereupon pass a 
joint resolution continuing last year's 
appropriations until December. All 
this ought to be accomplished in two 
weeks. The principal House committees 
have so far undertaken no business, and 
it is known that the Speaker and those 
Chairmen of Committees with whom he 
consults are opposed to beginning the 
transaction of business at this session. 


THI San Francisco Post has gone in

greatly demoralized.

Last evening a reporter of the Leader 


called on ex-Congressman Wren, who 
has just returned from Washington City, 
to have a chat with that gentleman in 
relation to men and measures at the Na- 
tion's Capital. The following is the re- 
sult of the interview: 


CXTBA SESSION. 


Mr. Wren said there was now no 


doubt that the Democrats had made a 
great blunder, politically, in forcing an 
extra session of Congress, this being ad- 
mitted by very many moderate Demo- 
crats. It is conceded at Washington 
that it has united the Republican party 
and, for the first time since the inaugu- 
ration of President Hayes, there is en- 
tire harmony in its ranks. 


Upon the other hand, remarked Mr. 


Wren, it has produced serious dissen- 
sions in the Democratic party. Senator 
Bayard, whose opposition to the course 
pursued by his party, is outspoken, has 
a large following amongst the Demo- 
cratic members of Congress, and I am 
confident that nothing but the iron rule 
of the caucus prevents them from voting 
with the Republicans to pass the Appro- 
priation bills at once, and adjourn. 


When I left Washington the belief 


was gaining ground that the President 
would veto the Appropriation bills with 
the objectional legislation attached. 
and that thereupon the Democrats would 
extend the appropriations of the last 
session of Congress six months, and ad- 
journ. 
If this course* is pursued the 


contest may be resumed next Winter. 
The probabilities, however, are that a 
few Northern Democrats, finding the 
drift of public opinion against the course 
will refuse to attempt to force the Presi- 
dent to surrender his constitutional 
right and violate his duty, and approve 
the measures he honestly believes he 
should veto. 


WILL BB TBTO? 


It is almost certain that he will veto 


the appropriation bills with the objec- 
tionable "riders" jipon them, and it 
will give him an excellent opportunity 
to present all the strong arguments that 
have been used against the objectiona- 
ble features of these "riders." 


RISULT OF TH« CONTMT. 


The forced calling of the extra session 


and the avowed purposes of the Demo- 
ocratic party, has aroused the North to 
a sense of danger at last, and not a bit 
too soon. 
There is a jarger and more 


reckless revolutionary element in the 
present Congress than there was in the 
one immediately preceding the war. 
Led by Blackburne in the House and 
Beck in the Senate, both able, this ele- 
ment controls the Democratic party. 
Their purpose at present is to seize up- 
on the government by the same methods 
used by them to make the South solid, 
and then who can predict what they will 
not attempt? During the last Congress 
this element was constantly urging and 
supporting mischievions and dangerous 
legislation, the reduction of the army, 
the infamous "Wood Tariff bill," the 
expansion of the currency, the repeal of 
the resumption act, aud a number of 
other kindred measures were vigorously 
pushed by them.
